Barecne the 
Tefuite told another of his order; that when the 
deuill appeared to him one night, out ofhis pro- 
tound humility hee roſe vp to meete him, and 
praycd him to ſitte downe in his chaire; for hee 
was more worthy to fitte.there then he. This did 
appeare a ſtrange kind of deieednes. Surcly 
I thinke , -a man ſhould by Gods word and war- 
rant, take comfort in his wel doing,and be chea- 
red in the teſtimonie which a good conſcicnce, 
on good cauſe beareth to him.So Daw/d hartned 
| himſclfe againſt all the malicious ſlanders ot his
